MCSO honors recently deceased inmate services coordinator week ahead

Low pressure from the Gulf of Alaska 
will be bringing rain to Mendocino County 
as the weather pattern shifts toward more 
rainy, wintry weather. Forecasters at the 
National Weather Service in Eureka said 
Thursday that rain from a weakening weath- 
er system is expected to bring showers as 
early as this morning with a stronger front 
following right behind it. 

“We’re having sort of a dying system 
pushing toward the coast into Saturday 
morning,” said Arlena Moses, meteorologist 
with the National Weather Service. “That 
will bring most of the rain. Then an even 
stronger system is expected to move 
through Saturday night.” 

And although Moses said she expected 
much of the weekend to be a wet affair, she 
said she didn’t expect it to lead to any flood- 
ing with less than an inch of rain expected 
through Sunday. 

“In the Ukiah Valley we could see 
amounts Saturday leading into Sunday night 
at about half an inch. In coastal regions they 
could receive one third of an inch. People 
living in the hills could experience more or 
less depending on elevation.” 

Holding true to the warm and wet condi- 
tions which epitomize La Niña, a lesser 
known weather pattern typically following 
an El Niño year, Moses said that the week- 
end rains are expected to hold on through 
much of the week. 

Previously, forecasters in Eureka had 
explained that La Niña, this year’s winter- 
weather wild card, is expected to make it a 
warm and wet winter, and while that may be 
the case our location makes it difficult to tell 
if the rain is caused by La Niña or some- 
thing else. 

“With the region we’re in here in 
Northern California we’re kind of in 
between the Pacific Northwest,’ Moses 
said. “We don’t always get the strongest 
signs of La Niña. Right now we’re really 
transitioning into more of a wintry weather 
pattern, and it makes it difficult to tell. La 
Nifias do tend to lead to more Pacific 
storms.” 

While it’s shaping up to be a wet week- 
end with a potentially wetter week at least 
the slightly warmer-than-average tempera- 
tures are expected to hold out with a slight 
warm up coming after Thursday.

U.S. hikes pressure on Pakistan 
after Benazir Bhutto detained 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP) — Pakistan quickly ended house 
arrest for opposition leader Benazir Bhutto on Friday as President 
Gen. Pervez Musharraf came under new U.S. pressure to end a 
crackdown that Washington fears is hurting the fight against 
Islamic extremism. 

Earlier in the day, police threw up barbed wire around Bhutto’s 
house to keep her from speaking at a rally to protest Musharraf’s 
imposition of emergency rule, and security forces rounded up 
thousands of her supporters to block any mass demonstrations. 

The action was a new blow to hopes the two U.S.-friendly lead- 
ers could form an alliance against militants — a rising threat 
underlined by a suicide bombing in northwest Pakistan that target- 
ed the home of a Cabinet minister, who escaped without injury. 

Bhutto twice tried to evade authorities in her car, telling police 
who surrounded her villa: “Do not raise hands on women. You are 
Muslims. This is un-Islamic.” Officers blocked the former prime 
minister’s way with an armored vehicle. In Rawalpindi, the near- 
by garrison town where she had hoped to stage the rally, police 
fired tear gas at hundreds of Bhutto loyalists who staged wildcat 
protests and hurled stones. More than 100 were arrested. 


Some House Democrats express dismay 
over party’s latest anti-war strategy 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Rank-and-file Democrats expressed 
dismay on Friday over their party’s latest anti-war strategy, with 
some members reluctant to vote around Veterans Day to bring 
troops home. The House was on track to consider legislation next 
week that would give President Bush $50 billion for operations for 
Iraq and Afghanistan, but insist that he begin withdrawing troops. 

The measure identifies a goal of ending combat by December 
2008, leaving only enough soldiers and Marines behind to fight 
terrorists, train Iraqi security forces and protect U.S. assets. 

House Speaker Nancy Pelosi pushed off plans for a Friday vote 
after caucus members told her late Thursday they weren’t sure they 
would support it. Liberal Democrats said the proposal was too soft, 
while conservative members told Pelosi they thought it went too 
far. 

“T think the message in the next week ought to be that a heck of 
a lot of people have been harmed (in combat) and we ought to take 
care of them,” said Rep. Gene Taylor, a conservative Mississippi 
Democrat who says his constituents mostly support the war. 


Army says new disaster-relief helicopter 
overheats, isn’t safe to fly on hot days 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — The Army is spending $2.6 billion on 
hundreds of European-designed helicopters for homeland security 
and disaster relief that turn out to have a crucial flaw: They aren’t 
safe to fly on hot days, according to an internal report obtained by 
The Associated Press. While the Army scrambles to fix the prob- 
lem — adding millions to the taxpayer cost — at least one high- 
ranking lawmaker is calling for the whole deal to be scrapped. 

During flight tests in Southern California in mild, 80-degree 
weather, cockpit temperatures in the UH-72A Lakota soared above 
104, the point at which the Army says the communication, navi- 
gation and flight control systems can overheat and shut down. 

No cockpit equipment failed during the nearly 23 hours of test- 
ing, according to the Pentagon report, prepared in July. But the 
report concluded that the aircraft “is not effective for use in hot 
environments.” The Army told the AP that to fix the cockpit over- 
heating problem, it will take the highly unusual step of adding air 
conditioners to many of the 322 helicopters ordered. 


House approves bill protecting millions 
from alternative minimum tax bite 


WASHINGTON (AP) — House Democrats on Friday pushed 
through an $80 billion bill to block the spread of a dreaded tax on 
middle-income people. The White House and Republicans, 
protesting tax increases in the bill affecting mainly investment 
fund managers, maintained that it would never become law. 

The 216-193 vote to “patch” the alternative minimum tax for a 
year sends the issue to the Senate, where its prospects are at best 
uncertain. Not one House Republican voted for it. 

What is certain is that if Congress and the White House do not 
reach a compromise by the end of the year, anywhere from 21 mil- 
lion to 25 million middle-income taxpayers will be hit by the AMT, 
costing them as much as $2,000 in extra taxes. 

The AMT was created in 1969 to ensure that a very small num- 
ber of wealthy people could not use tax breaks or deductions to 
avoid paying any taxes. But it was never indexed for inflation, and 
every year the AMT draws in more middle-income taxpayers. This 
year some 4 million people were subject to the tax. 

Congress has recently responded with annual fixes or patches to 
limit those affected by the tax while searching for a way to elimi- 
nate it. House Ways and Means Committee Chairman Charles 
Rangel, D-N.Y., last month outlined a plan to repeal the AMT, at a 
cost of $831 billion over 10 years, but acknowledged that action on 
his proposal is a long way off. 


McCain points to Kerik case as reason 
to question Giuliani’s judgment 


CONCORD, N.H. (AP) — Bernard Kerik did an irresponsible 
job training police in Iraq, presidential contender John McCain 
said Friday, adding to criticism of Kerik as Rudy Giuliani’s former 
police commissioner surrendered to face charges in New York. 

McCain cited Kerik’s relationship with his Republican presi- 
dential foe as a reason to doubt Giuliani’s judgment. 

Giuliani’s longtime associate, business partner and friend sur- 
rendered Friday to face federal corruption charges in New York, 
where he had been police commissioner when Giuliani was mayor. 
Kerik was also a failed nominee to head the Homeland Security 
Department, a post Giuliani recommended him for. 

McCain, a Republican senator from Arizona, pointed to Kerik’s 
performance in Iraq, along with complaints about how Giuliani 
treated first-responders after the Sept. 11 terrorist attacks, as rea- 
sons why the former mayor’s presidential campaign should 
deserve greater scrutiny from voters.

Indeed, Anderson still leads seven ser- 
vices a weekend at Wooddale Church. 
But the story of the spurned candidate, 
whom he declined to name, offers some 
insight into his vision for the NAE -- an 
organization that represents 45,000 
churches and 30 million members. 

“My life is not in Washington,” 
Anderson said. “I am not a politician. 
What evangelists are about is primarily 
faith, and not politics.” 

Anderson, who moved from interim 
president to president of the NAE in 
October, brings both his biblical focus 
and a wide-ranging set of concerns about 
the environment and human rights to the 
leadership of the NAE at an unsettled 
time. 
predecessor, Ted Haggard, 
resigned last year in a sex-and-drugs 
scandal. 

Meanwhile, evangelicals have been 
finding it difficult to settle on a 
Republican presidential candidate who is 
seen as viable and opposes both abortion 
and same-sex marriage. 

Anderson, 63, is among a group of 
evangelical leaders who are “just as 
orthodox in their theology” as leading 
conservative Christians but think that 
relating faith to culture is more complex 
than just a couple of issues, said George 
Brushaber, president of the evangelical 
Bethel College near St. Paul. 

“He wants the church to be part of the 


does have a presence on Capitol Hill and 
tries to set an agenda for the broader 
evangelical movement, issuing 
“Statements of Conscience” to guide the 
community activism of evangelical con- 
gregations around the country. 

Prominent evangelical leaders like Pat 
Robertson and James Dobson became 
known for their dedication to passing 
laws cracking down on legalized abortion 
and same-sex marriage. By contrast, cli- 
mate change is the policy issue most 
closely associated with Anderson. 

In March, when Anderson was still 
interim president of the NAE, a group of 
religious right leaders including Dobson, 
of Focus on the Family, and Tony 
Perkins, of the Family Research Council, 
wrote a letter to NAE leaders demanding 
that the organization fire its chief 
Washington lobbyist, Richard Cizik, for 
waging what they called a “relentless 
campaign” against global warming. They 
said it detracted from more pressing 
moral concerns.

cals. But he spoke of both in guarded 
terms, saying society has reached “some- 
thing of a stalemate on abortion,” and 
noting that those concerned about the 
effect of gay marriage on the family 
structure should be just as focused on 
divorce and single-parent families.

Jerald Walz, an 
NAE board member and the vice presi- 
dent of the Institute for Religion and 
Democracy, joined in the criticism of 
Cizik’s global warming activism. 

He says now that he’s willing to give 
Anderson a chance, but “‘at the same time 
I’m chagrined because if we lessen our 
emphasis on our main issues that would 
be unfortunate. Evangelicals have not 
won the battle on life, and it would be 
unfortunate to shrink back from that at 
this point.” 

Anderson said he is willing to meet 
with presidential candidates -- assuming 
there are no weddings or funerals at 
Wooddale that day. But he shows no con- 
cern at the idea that the evangelical 
movement will be less overtly political.

The education of 
Michael Mukasey 


In a dramatic confrontation during 
Attorney General nominee Michael 
Mukasey's confirmation hearings before the 
senate Judiciary Committee on Oct. 18, Sen. 
Sheldon Whitehouse, D-R.I., asked him: "is 
waterboarding constitutional?" Responding 
about a form of interrogation that has been 
used by the CIA, Mukasey said: "I don't know 
what is involved in the technique. If water- 
boarding is torture, torture is not constitution- 
al." 

After that testimony, John Hutson, former 
Judge Advocate General of the Navy, told the 
New York Sun: "Waterboarding was devised 
in the Spanish Inquisition. Next to the rack 
and thumbscrews, it's the most iconic exam- 
ple of torture." 

Among others startled by Mukasey's eva- 
siveness, George L. Gordon, a former chief 
appellate attorney in the U.S. Attorney's 
Office in the Southern District of New York 
said in an Oct. 20 letter to The New York 
Times: 

"How can the United States hope to regain 
its position as a respected world leader on the 
great issues of human rights if its chief law 
enforcement cannot bring himself to acknowl- 
edge the undeniable verity that waterboarding 
(making a prisoner feel he is imminently 
about to drown) constitutes torture, applying 
any conceivable definition of that term?" 

During his testimony, Mukasey also said it 
would be irresponsible of him to comment on 
any of the "coercive interrogation techniques" 
(that the president has approved) because he 
has not been "read in" on them by being 
allowed to see classified information. 

Trying to further the education of our 
prospective chief law enforcement officer, 
Lederman suggests he ask FBI Director 
Robert Mueller to show him the e-mails sent 
to him by FBI agents in the field "complain- 
ing that the CIA-run interrogation program 
amounted to torture." 

A series of these appalled FBI complaints 
are in a newly published book that Mukasey, 
members of Congress and Americans con- 
cerned with the degrading of our rule of law 
should read: "Administration of Torture" by 
American Civil Liberties Union attorneys 
Jameel Jaffer and Amrit Singh (Columbia 
University Press). 

At its core are more than 350 pages select- 
ed from thousands of actual government doc- 
uments obtained through the Freedom of 
Information Act that specifically detail sys- 
tematic abuses of prisoners, including forms 
of torture that cannot -- in our law and inter- 
national treaties -- be described denotatively 
in another way than some of the "coercive 
interrogation techniques” of which Mukasey 
professed ignorance. 

Also, "Administration of Torture" prints 
Final Autopsy Reports from the Office of the 
Armed Forces Regional Examiner and the 
allied institute of Pathology. For example, a 
52-year-old Iraqi male "found unresponsive ... 
in isolation at Whitehorse detainment facility, 
Nasiriyah, Iraq. Cause of death: 
Strangulation. Manner of Death: Homicide." 
There were extensive head, neck, torso and 
extremity injuries. 

Another autopsy report of an Iraqi death 
"while in U.S. custody" states the homicide 
was caused by blunt force injuries and 
asphyxia. 

Other documents that should greatly inter- 
est the likely new attorney general verify that 
prisoners were shackled in extremely painful 
"stress positions,” stripped in freezing cold 
cells and deprived of human contact for 
months. Moreover, the records show that the 
Defense Department authorized the caging of 
prisoners in cells as small as 3.1 feet by 4 feet 
by 1-1/2 feet. 

Also, Mukasey will discover that this mal- 
treatment, to use a euphemism, "took place 
because of (official) policy, not in spite of it - 
- in large part," wrote Jaffer and Singh, "from 
decisions made by senior officials, both mili- 
tary and civilians. These decisions (going up 
to the White House) were reaffirmed repeat- 
edly, even in the fact of complaints form law 
enforcement and military personnel that the 
policies were illegal and ineffective." 

These U.S. government documents from 
Afghanistan, Iraq and Guantanamo. Future 
American historians will not flinch from call- 
ing them records of war crimes -- not only 
from soldiers from the field, but all the way 
up "the chain of command." 

Louis Brandeis said: "Courage is the secret 
of liberty." The Senate Judiciary's confirma- 
tion of Michael Mukasey would not be an act 
of courage. And will any candidate for the 
presidency read carefully "The 
Administration of Torture?" 

It's also important to remember Mukasey 
testified that in these circumstances, the pres- 
ident can use his constitutional authority to 
act outside of laws Congress has passed and 
he has signed. This is Mukasey's America?

An apology owed?

This letter is in response to Suzette

to be a part of this Club. If the story 
Suzette tells in her article (Challenge 
number 3) is accurate, I would like to 
extend my personal apologies for the way 
she was treated at the Lion’s game. I am 
not a director or a coach, just a parent. (I 
am not the parent who hired Suzette to 
come to the game.) Suzette does great 
work and our community is lucky to have 
her service available to us. 

The attitude she was faced with was 
uncalled for and mean spirited. (I think I 
had to deal with that same dad at the gate. 
He was just as rude to me, and all I was 
trying to do was pay for my husband to 
get in.) The Club’s reaction to Suzette 
being there to take pictures is mind-bog- 


gling to me and makes absolutely no 
sense. 

Suzette’s use of the phrase “volunteer 
parent” is stretching it. The parents are 
told they must work at least one hour at 
the gate during the season. This is not an 
unreasonable request, but I wouldn’t real- 
ly call it volunteering.

The fact that they don’t have to 
pay a cent so their kid can play apparently 
isn’t reason enough to buck up and pitch 
in. Maybe this dad believes if he is rude 
enough and mean enough they won’t 
make him do it again.

End run on LNG 


It's been hard times lately for promoters of liquefied 
natural gas (LNG) receiving terminals along the 
California coast. 


As far back as 1982, a Chumash Indian lawsuit 
combined with a worldwide glut of natural gas to 
quash the first proposed LNG project, planned for Pt. 
Conception in Santa Barbara County. About two years 
ago, another LNG plant at Humboldt Bay near Eureka 
died because of strong local opposition. 


Then the state Lands Commission shocked the 
Australian energy firm BHP Billiton by nixing its 
planned terminal off the southern coast of Ventura 
County. Meanwhile, the city of Long Beach has inter- 
mittently resisted plans for a similar facility in its busy 
harbor. 


And last summer, after the Lands Commission 
allowed expansion of a pipeline from Mexico to bring 
some LNG into California from an almost completed 
plant built by San Diego-based Sempra Energy near 
Ensenada in Baja California, Lt. Gov. John 
Garamendi, the commission chairman, said that rela- 
tively small amount of LNG ought to be enough to sat- 
isfy all potential California needs in the foreseeable 
future. 


So what's an LNG promoter to do? More than $100 
million blown on sheer futility as LNG has gone vir- 
tually nowhere in California despite the backing of 
Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger, the state Public Utilities 
Commission and the state Energy Commission. Still 
the promoters desperately want in on this state's mar- 
ket, where consumer gas prices remain higher than 
almost anywhere else in North America. 


Enter Oregon. Even before their recent setbacks in 
California, the LNG companies were seeking a back- 
door way into the state. These are companies with 
agreements to drill for natural gas in faraway locales 
like the Darwin Peninsula of Australia and the waters 
off some Indonesian islands, supercool it to a sub- 
freezing liquid and then ship it across the Pacific 
Ocean to plants where it can be rewarmed to a gaseous 
state and pumped into existing natural gas pipelines. 


So far, promoters like Houston-based NorthernStar 
Natural Gas and the Canadian Fort Chicago energy 
firm have made five proposals to build LNG receiving 
facilities along the picturesque Oregon coast, from the 
mouth of the Columbia River at Astoria to the waters 
off the small but lovely town of Coos Bay. 


If all were built, they would bring in more than five 
times the amount of natural gas Oregon can consume 
anytime in the next 50 years. 


Ken Zimmerman, an analyst of resource markets 
with the Oregon Public Utilities Commission, report- 
ed in late summer that three-fourths of the gas coming 
through any LNG receiving facility in Oregon would 
likely end up in California. 


Garamendi and the California Lands Commission 
would have no authority to forbid this so long as gas 
from LNG entered pipelines bringing gas to California 
at a point outside this state. Only the California Public 
Utilities Commission could stop it then, and then only 
on grounds that the LNG would be too expensive. 
PG&E Corp., owner of California's largest utility, is a 
partner in one of the proposed spur pipelines that 
would bring gas from LNG ports to the main line car- 
rying Canadian gas to this state. 


For sure, LNG would likely cost more than the con- 
ventional gas supplies now coming here from Texas, 
Oklahoma, Colorado, Wyoming and the Canadian 
province of Alberta. 


The costs of supercooling gas, building and operat- 
ing ships to carry it and building the needed receiving 
and rewarming facilities virtually guarantee it will cost 
more than existing supplies arriving via pipelines. 

But the California PUC has been a patsy for LNG 
promoters for decades, okaying virtually every hair- 
brained scheme they've proposed. That commission is 
unlikely to stop anything harmful to consumers. 


Still, there's nothing to prevent Californians from 
campaigning in Oregon against that state's approving 
any LNG plant. "I'm willing to go anywhere to provide 
information on LNG issues and share my knowledge 
with anyone that needs it or wants it," says Garamendi. 
"It's the role of government to protect consumers from 
market manipulation. Manipulation definitely might 
take the form of companies trying to substitute high- 
priced gas for low-priced gas." 


In short, the LNG promoters plainly hope that 
Oregon officials will be as malleable to their wishes 
and their financial blandishments as the California 
PUC has been. 


They may be wrong, but if not, maybe Californians 
like Garamendi can do something about an obvious 
end run around this state's ability to set its own energy 
policies.

HazMobile to collect 
in Ukiah on Saturday 


The HazMobile household hazardous waste 
site will be open in Ukiah Saturday, November 
10 from 8 a.m. to 2 p.m. to accept dangerous 
chemicals that can’t go in the trash. 

The collection site at 298 Plant Road, locat- 
ed behind the County Animal Shelter, is open 
every Tuesday throughout the year and the sec- 
ond Saturday of each month. Hours are 8 a.m. 
to 2 p.m. 

The HazMobile is free to households but 
there is a limit of 15 gallons per vehicle per day 
(or 60 feet of fluorescent tubes). The 15 gallons 
is measured by the capacity of the containers of 
hazardous materials. If individuals wish to dis- 
pose of more than 15 gallons, they must make 
a special appointment and a fee will be 
charged. 

Small business waste is also welcome at the 
collection but an appointment must be made 
and a fee will be applied per gallon of waste. 

When bringing materials to the HazMobile, 
the public should be careful that items are kept 
in their original containers (except motor oil 
which can be consolidated), that nothing is 
leaking, and that all containers are tied down. 

Toxic items like paint, antifreeze, pesticides, 
herbicides, pool chemicals, gasoline, solvents, 
acids, bases, toxic cleaners, mercury, house- 
hold batteries and fluorescent light tubes are 
accepted by the HazMobile. Explosives and 
road flares are excluded. 

Motor oil, vehicle batteries, computer mon- 
itors and televisions can be recycled at the 
Ukiah Transfer Station, 3151 Taylor Drive, 
open Monday through Saturday, 8 a.m. to 4 

m.

Based on Williamson’s 2007 
salary of $435,000, the fine by the 
Vikings cost the wideout $25,588.

Hopefully the Vikings will save 
face and do what’s right; reverse 
the fine, refund their wide receiv- 
er. 


Stakes lowered, but passions still high 
when No. 12 USC visits No. 24 Cal

BERKELEY— A mere month ago, 
USC’s biannual visit to Berkeley 
loomed as the biggest thing to hit 
Strawberry Canyon in several seasons, 
a possible No. 1 vs. No. 2 matchup for 
college football’s biggest prizes and 
Pac-10 pre-eminence. 

Then the Trojans and California 
began losing at rates neither team had 
experienced in years, turning Saturday 
night’s showdown into a sideshow — 
but still something well worth seeing. 

“This one really could have been 
huge,” Cal linebacker Zack Follett 
said, “but it still isn’t small.” 

No. 24 Cal (6-3, 3-3) has dropped 
three of its last four games, and 12th- 
ranked Southern California (7-2, 4-2) 
has two losses in its last five outings. 
Both schools would need a perfect fin- 
ish and an Oregon collapse to get back 
in the Pac-10 title chase, while 


Saturday’s loser is headed for a minor 
bowl game and an offseason of whole- 
sale regret. 

So maybe it won’t be the party of 
the decade at idyllic Memorial 
Stadium, but the Golden Bears’ meet- 
ings with USC are rarely boring. 

“Reality says that we haven’t 
played well enough and haven’t put 
ourselves in the position to make this 
that national game that everyone was 
talking about weeks ago,” Cal coach 
Jeff Tedford said. 

“If we would have played it four 
weeks ago, it probably would have had 
a lot more weight, but that’s a national 
thing. It still carries a lot of weight to 
us and it still, I’m sure, carries a lot of 
weight to USC.” 

The last few weeks have been dis- 
turbing for fans on both ends of the 
state who have grown accustomed to 
success. Cal finally ended its first 
three-game losing streak under 
Tedford with a narrow win over 


Washington State last week, while 
USC avoided its first three-loss con- 
ference season since Pete Carroll’s 
debut in 2001 by beating Oregon 
State. 

This meeting wasn’t quite so mun- 
dane in 2003, when the Golden Bears 
memorably beat USC 34-31 in triple 
overtime for the Trojans’ only loss in a 
46-game span. The Trojans are just 7- 
4 in their last 11 conference games, 
while Cal has been in a skid ever since 
beating Oregon in late September. 

“We haven’t been as sharp through 
the middle part of the calendar, but we 
have a chance to finish strong,” 
Carroll said. “It’s been a great 
matchup. We’ve had interesting 
games, and we know the crowd is real- 
ly good. It’s a great place to play for 
them, and a hard one for us.” 

Though only a handful of Bears 
remain from that 2003 team, Cal’s 
other players still cite that night as the 
transformative moment in their pro- 


gram’s history. Junior linebacker 
Worrell Williams is among the current 
underclassmen who chose Cal after 
watching the Bears’ celebration. 

“I remember thinking, ’Wow, this is 
something special, and I want to be a 
part of that,” Williams said. 

“They’ve always been the team 
that’s overshadowed us in the Pac-10, 
so if we want to change that, we’ve got 
to start beating them,” Follett said. 
“They’ve been the face of the Pac-10, 
and they definitely have more talent 
than anyone in the Pac-10, but teams 
with less talent have shown they can 
be beat.” 

Both teams’ recent losses exposed 
weaknesses that could be exploited 
Saturday. 

Though USC’s defense has shoul- 
dered much of the criticism for the 
Trojans’ season, it’s actually been a 
better statistical unit than any of 
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Stafford looks for another big showing 
against team that turned career around

ATHENS, Ga. — About this time a 
year ago, Matthew Stafford was a mess of 
a freshman quarterback. He wasn’t 
always sure where to throw the ball. He 
was winging it with the play-calling. And 
his passes kept going to the wrong team. 

Then — suddenly — it all clicked. 

Stafford stepped onto the field at 
Auburn’s Jordan-Hare Stadium, facing a 
championship-minded team ranked No. 5 
and a nearly two-touchdown favorite. 
Over the next three-plus hours, he deliv- 
ered the sort of performance that every- 
one in red and black had been longing to 
see from one of the nation’s most herald- 
ed recruits. 

With one game, Stafford turned his 
career around. On Saturday, he’ll get a 
chance to face the Tigers again in a bit of 
role reversal. 

“His best is yet to come,” coach Mark 
Richt promised. 

These days, Stafford is a calm and col- 
lected sophomore who’s helped position 
No. 10 Georgia for a run at another 
Southeastern Conference championship. 
But the Bulldogs (7-2, 4-2) will have to 
get by 17th-ranked Auburn, which has 
been eyeing this game ever since its 
humiliating 37-15 loss last season. 

“Tt was just a bad game all around,” 
Tigers quarterback Brandon Cox said. 
“This is one we’ve had circled for a 
whole year. We’re just ready to get back 
out there and play them again.” 

To claim a spot in the SEC title game, 
Georgia needs to win its final two confer- 
ence games — Auburn and next week’s 
home finale against Kentucky — and 
hope that Tennessee loses one of its final 
three conference games, which are 
against Arkansas, Vanderbilt and 
Kentucky. The Vols hold a tiebreaker 
edge over the Bulldogs because of their 
35-14 win in Knoxville last month. 


Auburn (7-3, 4-2) is virtually eliminat- 
ed in the SEC West, needing to win out 
against Georgia and Alabama while first- 
place LSU would have to lose both its 
remaining conference games against 
lowly Mississippi and Arkansas. A tie in 
the division would do Auburn no good 
because of its last-second loss at LSU 
three weeks ago. 

Still, the Tigers don’t have to be in the 
title hunt to get fired up for the Deep 
South’s longest-running rivalry. This is 
the 111th meeting between the schools, 
and the closeness of the series is demon- 
strated by the total scores: Georgia leads 
by all of 20 points, 1,685-1,665. 

Since Auburn recruits heavily in its 
neighboring state, these teams know each 
other as well as anyone. 

“I grew up a Georgia fan,” said 
Auburn linebacker Tray Blackmon, a 
native of LaGrange, about 15 miles east 
of the Alabama line. “I’m for them until 
we play them.” 

The dividing line of Stafford’s devel- 
opment falls directly on last year’s game 
against Auburn. 

Before that day on the Plains, he had 
completed just over half his passes and 
been picked off 12 times, while throwing 
only four TDs. He looked totally lost in 
back-to-back losses to Florida and 
Kentucky, giving little indication that he 
could lead the struggling Bulldogs to a 
win over a team as highly ranked as 
Auburn. 

But, with a big hand from a turnover- 
forcing defense, Stafford looked as 
smooth as a senior. He completed 14-of- 
20 for 219 yards and a touchdown. He 
ran for a career-best 83 yards on seven 
carries, scoring a TD of his own. 

Stafford went on to lead the Bulldogs 
to wins over Georgia Tech and Virginia 
Tech before 2006 was done, and he’s kept 
up his progress this year. Over his last 12 
games, essentially a full season, he’s 
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completed 56 percent for 2,317 yards, 
with 18 touchdowns and seven intercep- 
tions. 

Asked what he considers his biggest 
improvement, Stafford answers quickly. 

“Turnovers,” he said. “Keeping the 
ball on our side. Just being able to man- 
age a game better than I could last year.” 

For much of Stafford’s freshman sea- 
son, the Bulldogs had to dumb down the 
offense so their young quarterback 
wouldn’t be totally overwhelmed. That’s 
not the case this year. 

The Bulldogs definitely seem to be hit- 
ting their offensive stride, scoring 86 
points in their last two games with nearly 
perfect balance between running and 
passing. 

‘Tm being smarter with the ball,” 
Stafford said. “It just comes from experi- 
ence, really. Last year, I had the more 
picks than I had ever thrown just because 
I didn’t know a lot of times what was 
going on. The more you know, the better 
you’re going to play.” 

Led by redshirt freshmen Knowshon 
Moreno, Georgia rushed for 436 yards in 
its last two wins over Florida and Troy, 
while Stafford threw for 442 yards. Also 
give credit to a young offensive line that 
is quickly growing up, now that its two 
true freshmen and one redshirt freshman 
have nine games under their belts. 

“There’s really no limit on what we 
can do,” Richt said. 

There’s no limit on how much Auburn 
would like to spoil Georgia’s season, 
especially after what happened a year 
ago. The Tigers still sound a bit dumb- 
founded at how poorly they played with 
so much on the line. 

“It’s kind of more fuel to the fire,” 
senior Quentin Groves said. “We let our 
guard down. We saw they had lost to 
Kentucky and lost to Vandy and ... we 
thought we’d just roll through it. It’s not 
going to be like that this year.”

Suns 106, Heat 101 

MIAMI (AP) — Steve Nash scored 11 
straight points in the fourth quarter and 
finished with 30 to go with eight assists, 
and the Phoenix Suns added to Miami’s 
season-opening misery by rallying past 
the Heat 106-101 Friday night. 

Leandro Barbosa finished with 17 
points, Raja Bell scored 16 and Shawn 
Marion added 17 points and 24 rebounds 
for Phoenix, which shot 15-for-33 from 
3-point range. 

Shaquille O’Neal had season-highs of 
25 points and 10 rebounds for Miami, 
which led by as many as 12 points before 
falling to 0-5. The Heat had a chance to 
tie with 9 seconds left, but Ricky Davis’ 
3-pointer bounced off the rim. 

Spurs 97, Hornets 85 

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Tony 
Parker scored early, often and from all 
over the court, finishing with 27 points. 

Tim Duncan had 24 points and 12 
rebounds for San Antonio, while Manu 
Ginobili scored 14 and fellow 
Argentinean Fabricio Oberto added 13 
points to help the Spurs maintain a dou- 
ble-digit lead through most of the second 
half. 

Chris Paul scored 18 to lead New 
Orleans, which had lost two straight after 
winning its first four. David West scored 
15 points and Tyson Chandler grabbed 11 
rebounds. 

Celtics 106, Hawks 83 

BOSTON (AP) — Kevin Garnett had 
27 points and 19 rebounds, Paul Pierce 
scored 23 and Boston got its third 
blowout win of a season that is the 
Celtics’ best start in 20 years. 

Their 4-0 record is their best opening 
since 1987-88 when they won their first 
six games, finished with 52 wins and 


went on to the Eastern Conference finals, 
the last time the trio of Larry Bird, Kevin 
McHale and Robert Parish got there. 

Boston’s third star, Ray Allen, scored 
14 points. Another newcomer, Eddie 
House, came off the bench to score 19, 
hitting four of five 3-pointers. 

Magic 112, Knicks 102 

NEW YORK (AP) — Dwight Howard 
had 22 points and 20 rebounds, Jameer 
Nelson added 24 points and 10 assists, 
and the Orlando Magic completed a per- 
fect four-game road trip. 

Hedo Turkoglu scored 12 of his 21 
points in the fourth quarter for the Magic 
(5-1), off to their best start since also win- 
ning five of their first six in the 2002-03 
season. Rashard Lewis also finished with 
21. 

Orlando also won at Washington, 
Minnesota and Toronto in the first 4-0 
start in franchise history. The Magic 
never before had four consecutive road 
wins without a home game in between. 

Nuggets 118, Wizards 92 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Carmelo 
Anthony scored 12 consecutive Nuggets 
points Friday night in a third quarter in 
which the home team was booed off the 
court, helping Denver end a three-game 
losing streak. 

Anthony finished with 32 points, and 
Marcus Camby had 13 points, 12 
rebounds and seven assists for the 
Nuggets, who shot 51 percent. 

The Wizards fell to 0-5 for the first 
time since 1966, when they played in 
Baltimore. 

Gilbert Arenas, still laboring on a sur- 
gically repaired left knee that was drained 
for a second time on Wednesday, finished 
with 18 points on 5-for-13 shooting. 

Raptors 105, 76ers 103 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — Chris Bosh 
made 16 of 18 free throws, scored 24 
points and had 10 rebounds to help the 
Toronto Raptors snap a three-game losing 
streak. 

Anthony Parker scored 22 points, 
including a 3-pointer with 33.7 seconds 
remaining. T.J. Ford had 16 for the 
Raptors. 

Andre Iguodala scored 17 of his 26 
points in the second half and Lou 
Williams scored 19 of his 21 points in the 
fourth quarter for the Sixers. 

Bobcats 96, Pacers 87 

CHARLOTTE, N.C. (AP) — Emeka 
Okafor had 25 points and 23 rebounds, 
and Gerald Wallace scored 28 points. 

Okafor’s second career 20-20 game 
was his best game since he turned down a 
contract offer from the Bobcats before 
the start of the season. 

Raymond Felton added 16 points in 
his return after missing a game with a 
sore left knee and the Bobcats overcame 
14 missed free throws with a dominant 
fourth quarter. 

Pistons 103, Clippers 79 

AUBURN HILLS, Mich. (AP) — 
Chauncey Billups scored 23 points and 
Antonio McDyess added 14 to help the 
Pistons hand the Los Angeles Clippers 
their first loss. 

Billups made five 3-pointers in the 
second half in a victory that left Boston 
as the NBA’s lone unbeaten team. Nazr 
Mohammed came off the bench to score 
15 points and Richard Hamilton added 10 
and 10 assists. 

Los Angeles’ Chris Kaman, who 
entered the game leading the league in 
rebounding, had 25 points but only seven 
rebounds — almost nine below his 16.5 
average — for the Clippers.

USC hopes to force mistakes 
by Cal quarterback Nate 
Longshore, who has had trou- 
ble getting the ball consistent- 
ly to receivers DeSean 
Jackson and Lavelle Hawkins 
in recent weeks. 

Longshore and Jackson are 
both Southern California 
natives, and most of the 
Trojans’ defenders have been 
aware of their skills since high 
school. 

“I think it’s about having 
known each other forever — 
some lifelong friends,” USC 
defensive end Lawrence 
Jackson said. “It’s kind of like 
a pride thing. It’s definitely 
been a chess match and a job 
to go against them. They’ve 
always had explosive players 
on offense. They really chal- 
lenge what we do.” 

The Trojans’ most glaring 
deficiency is in turnover mar- 
gin: minus-5, worst in the 
Pac-10. USC quarterback 
John David Booty, whose four 
second-half interceptions with 


a broken finger allowed 
Stanford to post a mind-blow- 
ing upset at the Coliseum last 
month, is healthy again, but 
the Bears believe he’s vulner- 
able to pressure — if they can 
generate any. 

The Cal defense’s biggest 
problems all stem from an 
inability to generate a pass 
rush with an unimpressive 
defensive line, raking last in 
the Pac-10 with just 18 sacks. 
Defensive coordinator Bob 
Gregory sat his players back 
in a zone defense last week, 
and the strategy kept 
Washington State out of the 
end zone until the final 
moments. 

But these schools’ respect- 
ed coaching staffs have tried 
just about everything to beat 
each other over the last six 
years, so neither has many 
surprises in store. Carroll, the 
defensive guru, and offensive 
mastermind Tedford share a 
mutual admiration that does- 
n’t sound forced and 
Carroll even counseled 
Tedford when NFL teams 
came calling in recent years. 

“I wish he had gone. I 
couldn’t get him to do it,” 
Carroll cracked.

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Vizquel agrees to $5.3 million, 1- 
year deal with Giants

SAN FRANCISCO 
Omar Vizquel got his wish to 
return to the San Francisco 
Giants. 

The 11-time Gold Glove 
shortstop agreed Friday to a 
$5.3 million, one-year con- 
tract, a deal that includes a 
club option that could make it 
worth $10.2 million over two 
seasons. 

“I’m pretty excited because 
the Giants gave me another 
opportunity to be with the 
team after the disappointing 
year I had,” Vizquel said 
before playing a winter league 
game in his native Venezuela. 

“I know I was expecting 
more from myself and I am 
getting ready for a better year. 
I still think I can play in the 
toughest division and play at 
the major league level. I’m 
glad the Giants trusted (that),” 
he said. 

The 40-year-old Vizquel 
said throughout the season 
that he wanted to return to the 
Giants— and both manager 
Bruce Bochy and general 
manager Brian Sabean are big 
fans. 

“Who couldn’t love 
Omar?” Bochy said late in the 
year. 

While Vizquel struggled 
offensively for most of the 
season and batted just .246, 
his sparkling defense still 
makes him among the top 
shortstops in the game. He has 
said he wants to play at least 
another two seasons. 

“Bringing Omar back was 
one of our top priorities this 
offseason,” Sabean said. “He 
is still one of the premier 
defensive shortstops in the 
game, and with the talent of 
our pitching staff, having his 
glove and leadership on the 
field is a necessity.” 

Vizquel gets $5 million 
next season, and the Giants 
have a $5.2 million option for 
2009 with a $300,000 buyout. 
The option year could become 
guaranteed based on Vizquel’s 
play next season. 

The Giants, who have not 
reached the playoffs since 


2003, parted ways with 43- 
year-old Barry Bonds and 
vowed to give more young 
players a chance but 
Vizquel is an exception. 

Even at his age, Vizquel is 
playing three weeks of winter 
ball this month back home as 
a farewell tour through 
Venezuela for his longtime 
supporters. 

“You always look for your 
team to have solid defense up 
the middle, and you can’t get 
anybody much better than 
Omar,” Giants right fielder 
Randy Winn said. “There 
weren't any young guys 
immediately ready to fill the 
shortstop position, so bringing 
back Omar was a priority. You 
need some veteran players 
around to help teach the 
young guys, too.” 

Vizquel has fit in well in 
San Francisco, and not just as 
a positive clubhouse presence. 
The lively city suits his cre- 
ative personality — he is into 
art, has wide-ranging fashion 
interests and enjoys photogra- 
phy. 

“We all know what he 
means to the ballclub on the 
field with his leadership abili- 
ties and more so how he plays 
shortstop,” Sabean said. “The 
shortstop pickings as com- 
pared to Omar were very sub 
par. I really marvel at him 
going to Venezuela and play- 
ing. That shows you how 
proud he is and wants to get 
at-bats under his belt.” 

Vizquel won his 10th and 
11th Gold Glove awards in his 
first two seasons with San 
Francisco in 2005 and ’06, 
then his nine errors this past 
season were lowest among 
regular NL shortstops. His 
Gold Gloves are second 
among shortstops only to 
Ozzie Smith’s 13. 

“Somebody who’s this 
good, you wonder if he’s 
taken for granted or it’s 
expected,” Sabean said. “In 
my estimation, it’s hard to 
believe anybody could play 
better than what we saw.” 

Still, owner Peter

Complicating matters is 
that Russell missed all of 
training camp and the presea- 
son in a contract dispute. He 
signed with the team three 
days after the season opener, 
missing valuable practice 
time. 

“It’s just a matter of time 
before you get in there and 
have confidence to be your- 
self,” Russell said. “I’m a 
very competitive guy. I’m 
very confident in myself. I’m 
pretty sure those guys are 
well. It’s a matter of time 
before I get out there.” 

How to handle rookie quar- 
terbacks is an open question. 
David Carr became the starter 
in his first game with the 
expansion Houston Texans in 
2002. Carson Palmer didn’t 
even take a single snap as Jon 
Kitna’s backup in Cincinnati 
the following season. Then 
again, playing right away did- 
n’t hinder Peyton Manning. 

Of the 19 quarterbacks 
taken in the first round this 
decade before Russell, the 
average player started six 
games as a rookie and played 
in eight. The Raiders are 
weighing the value of gaining 
experience against the poten- 
tial harm of playing Russell 
before he’s ready. 

“Just because you play 
doesn’t make you a better 
player,” Kiffin said. “There 
are guys who can go through 
really bad experiences and 
you have to deal with that. ... 
Now all of a sudden, you got 
to go rebuild him from a guy 
who has been successful his 
whole career playing quarter- 
back. You got to rebuild him 
from him doubting himself, 
his self-confidence.” 

Receiver Ronald Curry 
said this week it would hard to 
start a rookie at quarterback 
when the rest of the offense is 
struggling as much as 
Oakland’s. 

The Raiders are tied for the 
seventh most sacks allowed 
and have committed the most 


holding and false start penal- 
ties in the NFL. While the 
running game has been solid 
most of the year, Oakland 
lacks the game-breaking 
receivers to take pressure off 
the quarterback. 

“It’s easier to step right in if 
we had this great offense that 
was scoring, even though you 
wouldn’t be asking for him,” 
Kiffin said. “Then it’s easier, 
it always is. That’s the whole 
thing. A lot of times the guys 
that get drafted later in the 
first round do better. Why do 
they do better? Well they got 
drafted later and went to a 
team with better personnel 
around them.” 

That’s what happened in 
Pittsburgh to Ben 
Roethlisberger, who went 13- 
0 as a rookie starter in 2004 
and won the Super Bowl the 
following year. 

Russell didn’t get that ben- 
efit. 


Warriors 
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and Devin Harris hit two free 
throws to finish with 21 
points. 

While the Mavs spoke of 
the win’s cathartic aspects, 
the Warriors have bigger 
problems — their 0-5 start 
and another night of dismal 
free throw shooting (16-for- 
30). 

“It’s tough, because we’re 
not putting ourselves in posi- 
tion to win the game when 
we’re not making free 
throws,” said Davis, who 
went 6-for-9. “I’m one of the 
culprits. We played well 
enough to win. We just didn’t 
make our free throws.” 

The Warriors lost their first 
four games this season while 
struggling to replace Jason 
Richardson and Jackson, who 
was suspended seven games 
for pleading guilty to a felony 
charge of criminal reckless- 
ness.

ley, you can make a whole lot 
more money growing corn,” 
Moody said. 

Government subsidies for 
corn, which can be turned into 
ethanol, have changed some 
crop distributions and driven 
up prices. 

Moody said people in gov- 
ernment making decisions “in 
a vacuum” are not taking into 
account how their decisions 


affect other industries. 

In addition to increased 
barley prices, bad weather and 
warehouse fires have 
destroyed close to 15 percent 
of the year’s hops crop. 

“You had worldwide hop 
failures this year,” Kuhry said. 

Economics is also a factor, 
Kuhry said. A weak dollar has 
encouraged European buyers 
to buy American hops. In 
addition, the failure of the 
Australian hops crop has 
forced Asian brewers to turn 
to the American market.

“Those $7.99 to $8.99 six- 
packs are going to cost $8.99 
to $9.99,” Moody said. 

“We’re trying to keep 
prices as low as we can,” he 
said.

Bank of America Corp., JPMorgan Chase & Co. and 
Wachovia Corp. all said the ongoing credit crisis will 
cause another round of heavy losses during the fourth 
quarter. Financial institutions took big hits during the last 
quarter as losses from subprime mortgages hurt their bal- 
ance sheets, and these three companies were just the latest 
to report bad news that sent stocks lower. 

BofA said continued “market dislocations,” including 
those related to securities it owns that are backed by loans, 
will affect its fourth-quarter results. The bank did not pro- 
vide an estimate of how large the impact will be. 
JPMorgan said difficult conditions may cause a fourth- 
quarter writedown, but did not say how much. 

Wachovia, the nation’s fourth-largest bank said it faced 
a $1.1 billion writedown for October alone. Investors also 
were rattled by speculation that Barclays PLC was about 
to announce a $10 billion writedown, though the U.K. 
bank denied the rumors. 

“The extent of the situation is unknown, and that uncer- 
tainty doesn’t give investors any reasons to believe that a 
bottom might be in place,” said Todd Salamone, director 
of trading and vice president of research at Schaeffer’s 
Investment Research. “We just got more of the same this 
week rattling investors, and the question for investors 
becomes what’s the next catalyst to drive stocks higher.” 

Further worries about the continuing credit market 
slump kept investors on edge a day after Federal Reserve 
Chairman Ben Bernanke said he expects the economy to 
“slow noticeably” this quarter. 

He also said the dollar’s weakness “may have some 
effect on import prices” — which was confirmed Friday in 
new government data. The Commerce Department report- 
ed U.S. import prices soared last month at their fastest 
pace since early last year. 

Meanwhile, the University of Michigan’s preliminary 
November consumer sentiment index tumbled for its 
weakest performance since October 2005. 

The Dow Jones industrials fell 223.55, or 1.69 percent, 
to 13,042.74. The blue chip index is down 1,155.35 
points, or 8.14 percent, since its trading high of 14,198.09, 
reached in August. 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 index was off 21.07, or 
1.43 percent, at 1,453.70, while the Nasdaq composite 
index tumbled 68.06, or 2.52 percent, to 2,627.94. 

Friday’s performance capped another dismal week for 
stocks. The Dow racheted up and down, including a 360- 
point plunge Wednesday that was the blue chips’ third 
drop of more than 350 points in a month; the volatility was 
proof of how anxious and how quick to sell investors are 
in what has become a steady flow of bad news about cred- 
it losses. 

For the week, the Dow dropped 4.06 percent and the 
S&P 500 tumbled 3.71 percent. The technology-focused 
Nasdaq, which often trades with more volatility, plunged 
6.49 percent. 

Light, sweet crude for December delivery on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange rose 86 cents to settle at 
$96.32 a barrel on the New York Mercantile Exchange. 

Bond prices rose, with the yield on the benchmark 10- 
year Treasury note falling to 4.22 percent from 4.27 per- 
cent late Thursday. Yields and prices move in opposite 
directions. The bond market will be closed Monday for 
the Veterans Day holiday observance; the stock market 
will be open. 
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
